An unusual feature of the battle 
was that near Zonnebeke, three Ger- 
man divisions which had been or- 
dered to retake positions captured 
by the British last week were caught 
in the British barrage as they were 
preparing to advance. At 10 o'clock 
the battle was still raging furiously. 
It was apparent that the Germans 
would use every means to retake this 
invaluable territory, and determined 
counter-attacks were expected. 

The British casualties today have 
been exceedingly light.

HIS REAL PURPOSE. 

Testimony adduced through Pav- 
enstedt and Hugo Schmidt, then an 
American representative of the 
Deutsche Bank in Berlin, disclosed, 
however, that Bolo Pasha’s real 
purpose was to obtain the French 
journals in behalf of Germany. This 
was to be accomplished through the 
transfer of German gold from Ber- 
lin to Paris. This money could not go 
direct, and to send it by way of Switz- 
erland was considered dangerous. 
Bolo Pasha therefore came to New 
York, got into touch with Count 
von Bernstorff, and then approxi- 
mately $1,700,000 was sent from 
Berlin to New York, and thence 
through devious channels to Paris, 
there to be used by Bolo Pasha in 
promoting a peace propaganda for 
Germany. 

Bvidence of this intrigue is com- 
plete, except for a few more docu- 
mentary exhibits, Atty.-Gen. Lewis 
announced tonight. It will be pre- 
sented soon to the French Ambasgsa- 
dor in Washington, at whose instance 
the inquiry is being conducted, and 
will be forwarded to Paris for use 
by the French government in prose- 
cution ef Bolo Pasha. There is no 
evidence to show, Mr. Lewis said, 
that any of this fund was used in 
an effort to corrupt American jour- 
nalists. Apparently Bolo'’s only pur- 
pose in coming to this country was 
te arrange a channel for getting 
money from America to France 
through the aid of Von Bernstorff. 

SOUGHT AMERICAN CAPITAL.

NEAR SIX MILLION TONS 


Philadelphian Thinks Germans Make 
Good with Submarines; Pre- 
4 dicts Heavier Toll Te.

HILADELPHIA (Pa.) Oct. 4 

From data just received from 

Sir Joseph Patton Maclay, 
member of the British Cabinet in 
the capacity of controller of ship- 
ping, it is shown that since the Ger- 
mans began their campaign of unre- 
stricted sinking of neutral and Allied 
merchantmen February 26 to the 
present time, more than 6,000,000 


would sink 1,000,000 tons of British 

shipping every month. The above 

figures show that they have come

For the last seven months we have 
been fed with statistics regarding 
the German under-water campaign 
which, while accurate in brief de- 
talls, have been so juggied as to en- 
tirely mislead as to the general trend 
and progress of this unprecedented 
species of naval warfare.

DOWNTOWN FIRE LOSS 
NEAR THIRD MILLION. 


Great Crowd Watches Firemen Toil in 
Imminent Peril. 


RD of unknown origin, 

which started in the basement 

and fought its way to the roof, 
last night destroyed the stock and 
buildings occupied by the Goodan- 
Jenkins Furniture Company, at No. 
712 and 714 South Main street, and 
the Brent's Home Furnishing Com- 
Pany at Nos. 716 to 722 South Main 
street, causing a damage estimated 
at $300,000. For a time it endan- 
gered two other large establishments 
on “furniture row“ and the lives of 
a score of firemen. It was one of 
the most etubborn and spectacular 
blazes the fire department has faced 
in recent years. 
The fire was discovered by a night 
watchman shortly after 7 o'clock and 
at 11 o'clock, though under control, 
still was burning. 
From the time the firemen, driven 
back by the rolling pillars of black 
smoke, were trying to enter the 
basement, until] the flames burst 
through the roof, more than 10,000 
people watched the fire from the 
near-by streets, hotels and fire es- 
capes, momentarily expecting to 
the entire brick front of the four- 
story building cave in over the fire- 
men beneath. So probable was this 
danger that Chief Police Surgeon 
Gilmer ordered three ambulances 
and a dozen assistants to the scene, 
while the police drove back every 
one but those actually engaged in 
the fire fighting. 

THE LOSSES. 

Bhortiy before midnight it was 
estimated the loss was $300,000, di- 
vided as follows: e 
Goodan-Jenkins Company, %75,- 
000; P. M. Johnson, the Police Com- 
missioner, owner of the building. 
$60,000: K. J. Brent, $125,000, with 
the rest divided among several ad- 
joining buildings. Sheuld much wa- 
ter find ite way into the basements 
of the building occupied by Overell's 
furniture house. Nos. 700-710 South 


Main street, the loss may reach 
a total of $850,000, % was stat- 


ed. Additional loss may be suf- 
fered by the Overell firm, I. R. 
Overel] stated last night, from the 
emoke that filtered in thrqugh the 
walls. The Colgan-Henderson Com- 
pany’s store, south of the building 
occupied by Brent's, probably also 
will suffer a loss of several thousand 
dollars. Most of the loss is covered 
by insurance. 


FIRE'S START. 


T. E. Talamento, night watchman 
employed by Mr. Brent, discovered 
the blaze. He was closing up the 
store, starting on the top floor, and 
when he reached the basement, was 
sent back by the thick smoke. When 
the first company arrived, additional 
alarms were sent in, and in less than 
a half-hour, fourteen engines a” 
four truck companies were on the 
scene.

EQUIPMENT ARRIVES FOR 
GREAT AIRPLANE PLANT. 


N ENORMOUS airplane factory 
in Los Angeles became a mat- 
ter of the immediate future 

only yesterday, when $35,000 worth 

of machinery arrived from the East 
and was stored in the present quar- 
ters of the Glenn L. Martin Com- 
pany, Tenth and Los Angeles streets. 

H. L. Pope, vice-president and 

manager of the company, stated that 

in order to keep up with army or- 


space from 40,000 to 100,000 square 
feet. To do this the company will 
either have to build a factory or 
lease a large structure to secure suf- 
ficient room in which to carry out 
its government contracts. 

In his report to the Wright-Martin 
Alreraft Corporation of New York 
City Mr. Pope has recommended 
that a suitable plant be leased, be- 
cause the work can go ahead faster 
if the — — doesn't have to wait 
for a building, but the matter will 
not be decided until the arrival 
from New York. on the 15th inst., 
of a member of the firm of Goethals, 
Jameson, Houston & Jay. projecting 
engineers, in Wall street.

PEACH CURE. 

Is it better to keep an “incorrigible 
girl” in jail—especially our unsanitary jail 
—or put her to work picking and canning 
peaches on a farm’? 

The experiment has just been tried and 
the answer seems to be indubitably in favor 
of the peaches. Louise had been before 
the Juvenile Court several times and re- 
ceived due punishment. They regarded her 
as well-nigh hopeless. Then, having at- 
tained her majority, she next came before 
the Woman's Court and the judge, justly 
according to the law, sentenced her to 120 
days in jail. There was no mistake about 
it, Louise deserved that 120 days, on her 
record, but her upbringing and her unfor- 
tunate environment did offer certain exten- 
wating circumstances. Upon her own plea, 
supported by that of the Woman's Court 
probation officer, she was given one more 
chance, on probation. They sent her out 
to a farm at Sunland with two other giris 
of her own stamp. They had to walk two 
miles there and back every day to gather 
the fruit from a peach orchard. They gath- 
ered sufficient for 300 quarts of fruit and, 
under instruction, canned it themselves. 
That and the picking was a two weeks’ 
achievement. They worked like Trojans 
and went to bed tired out, healthy and 
happy every night. Their eyes glisten with 
the triumph of success. They have faith- 
fully kept their parole. And Louise de- 
Clares she has never been 80 happy in her 
life before. She pleads to be allowed to 
remain on the farm; she is ready and 
willing to work hard for the privilece. 
And up in the City Jail, where the other 
miscreants are herded, there is to be found 
bitter quarreling, utter despair, dogged 
deflance, dejected misery. . 

And incidentally, those peaches have 
deen canned with expert success. 

This redemption work ie the devotion of 
the Leos Angeles Traihing Home for 
Women. During the past year ther have 
eared for 211 women in this way who. had 
they served their sentences in jail, would, 
at 50 cents a day. bave cost the taxpayers 
$6330. 

And the home reports that not 1 per cent. 
of the women fail them. When society, 
which assumes to sit in judgment on their 
transgressions, also provides them with the
